average man of one clime or race ia 
very much like the man of any other

that in the primitive qualities ot cour- 
age, endurance and loyalty the rank 
and file of the combatant races are 
very much alike.

No such outrages as Hie German 


crimes were recorded in any Amer- 
ican war, by either side.

South African war there was not one 
instance of a British soldier even in- 
sulting a black or white woman.

opposite vices proves that the Ger- 
man crimes were deliberately1 encour- 
aged, and ordered by the government 
through its officer class. 


That is the real lesson of the Ger- 


man atrocities. 
They teach that the 


German government, urn] its military 
system, are different from 
all 
other 


governments and all other military 
systems. 
For enduring such a sys- 


tem the German people and the Ger- 
man private soldiers must bear full 
blame. 
. in that sense all soldiers are 
not 


alike. 
We can hardly imagine the 


clean minded and independent young 
fellows now gathered in our training 
camps committing any such acts as 
the loot of Louvain, even if their offi- 
cers told them to. 
Military disci- 


pline in tho American, French and 
British armies has well delined limits, 
because Americans and 
their allies 


are not reared 
to 
believe 
in the 


right of rulers to use their people as 
chattels in order to advance their 
ambition in wars of conquest. 
Xor 


are they permitted to make military 
necessity the supreme law. 


And that is the real difference be- 


tween the soldiers of the 
fighting 


armies—a difference which 
explains 


atrocities and everything else.

the war? 


Do they prove that Germans ar 


a different species of human beings 


This would do violence to the obser 


vations which nearly all broad minde 
men have reached, who have com 
into contact with many races of me 


Scientists, travelers and just plai 


folk are pretty well agreed that in h 
own home, in normal surroundings, tr. 
average man of one clime or race i 
very much like the man of any otbe 
race. 
Certainly the war has prove 


that in the primitive qualities of-cour 
age, endurance and loyalty the ran 
and file of the combatant races ar 
very much alike. 


Relying on these facts the defend 


ers of German crime have continue! 
to whisper. 
"Oh, all 
soldiers ar 


alike, if the Allies had been on Ger 
man soil they would' have done jus 
as badly." 


This is a slander 
on 
the 
living 


heroes of every army except tho, Ger 
man. 
Even the 
Turkish 
fighting 


man has a belter record. 
It is alsi 


a slander on .the dead of our Amer- 
ican armies of the Revolution and 
the Civil wars. 


No such outrages as the German 


crimes were recorded in any Amur 
ican war. by either side. 


Even in the track 
of 
Sherman's 


march across Georgia today there is 
not a tradition of anything like the 
hellish things which marked the Ger- 
man tide through Belgium. 
In the 


South African war there was not one 
Instance of a British soldier even in- 
sulting a black or white woman. 


The Germans in 1870 did. not 
do 


such things in France. 


The answer to the whole anomaly 


is very simple and doubly condemna- 
tory of the ruling caste in Prussia 
today. 


All soldiers are very much alike, 


but armies and officers are not. 


Any army contains a percentage o£ 


men who will, if not held by rigid 
discipline, perpetrate outrages of the 
blackest kind. * 


Even' city, every 
village, 
every 


countryside has individuals 
of 
the 


same sort. 


But. 
every army In the world today 


and for many hundred years back, 
except the Gorman army, has been 
controlled by a set of officers and a 
system of discipline, which held such 
troops in check and kept them under 
the 
control 
of the decent majority. 


There has been such a thing as con- 
science, a sense of sin, and a pride in 
honor and chivalry. 
^ The fact that the German army, 
has none of these virtues but has the 
opposite vices proves that the Ger- 
man crimes were deliberately encour- 
aged, and ordered by the government 
through its oflicer class. 


That is the real lesyon of the Ger- 


man atrocities. 
They teach that the 


German government, and its military 
system, are different from 
all 
other 


governments and all other military 
systems. 
"For enduring such a sys- 


tem the German people and the Ger- 
mnn private soldiers must bear full 
blame. 


In that sense all soldiers are 
not 


alike. 
We can hardly imagine thu 


clean minded and independent young 
fellows now gathered in our training 
camps committing any such acts as 
the loot of Louvain, even if their offi- 
cers told them to.

sary in order to. deal with eitraordinacy.

He and others urged that the other 
amendments bo held over until the elec- 
tion of 1318. 
At that time there will 


- be, in all probability, new candidates 
for governor, and the entire new con- 
stitution can be submitted. Judge Creel 
declared that (J50.000 pamphlets ought 
to be issued to tho voters giving them 
detailed information on all the proposed 
constitutional changes. It is the only 
fair way to treat tho public, in 
hir; 
opinion. 
One of tho features of the day was 
the appearance as temporary presiding 
otliccr of Ensign C. P. Curtis, Jr., oil 
Bcston, U.S.N. 
In recognition of tho

cheered. 
Mr. Curtis already, has been 
victor over tho Germans for in the in- 
ternational yachting contests off Ivtar- 
blehead in 1000 and 
1912 he piloted 
United States crafts 
to victory

three Herman sonder yachts. 
At the end of the day, yesterday, the 
initiative and referendum 
was 
taken 
up. . Augustus P.. Loring of 
Peabody 
offered a now amendment, which would 
provide initiative power for the gover- 
nor and a larger share in initiative by 
the legislature. According to his plan, 
if a majority of the legislature, in joint 
session, approves a constitutional, it 
would bo called a legislative amend- 
ment. If a measure received less than 
a majority, but at least a quarter of the 
votes in a joint session it would bo 
termed an 
initiative amendment. A 
legislative amendment 
would become 
operative when approved by a majority 
of the voters, and an initiative amend- 
ment would become operative on vote 
of 30 per cent of tho voters,
